Generally  speaking,  Narcissus  and  Daffodils  are  the 
same  thing,  but  garden  usage  has  applied  the  term  Daffodil 
to  the  giant  trumpet  varieties  and  Narcissus  to  the  cluster- 
flowered  and  small  trumpet  types.  For  beautiful  effects 
in  the  early  Spring,  Daffodils  and  Narcissus  have  few  equals, 
having  a  long  blooming  season,  a  wide  diversity  of  use,  and 
many  of  them  sweetly  fragrant. 

Use  them  generously  for  solid  masses,  in  groups,  borders 
or  for  naturalizing  among  trees. 

Plant  in  September  and  October,  four  to  seven  inches 
deep  according  to  size  of  bulb.
